Weser’s beantiful Opera of Oberon, was last night performed at 
this ‘Theatre, when that accomplished singer, Miss Paton, resumed 
her station as prima downa, after an absence of two years from these 
boards.

Madame Vestris appeared inspired by the presence of Miss Paton, 
to fresh exertion, and both acted and sang with great effect. Mr. 
Wood, for the first time, undertook the part of Sir Huon, and, by the 
effort, has added mueb to his reputation : in the grand air, *O!’tis a 
glorious sight to see,’ though he failed to produce that powerful effect 
which Braham’s magnificent voice and science excited, he gave ‘ Mourn 
ye Maidens of Palestine,’ part of the air, with immense taste and 
sweetness. ‘The Overture was encored, as was the beautifal Quar- 
tetto in the second act.. The Opera was announced for repetition on 
Friday, amidst shouts of applanse. The new Drama of Vhe Battle 
of Pultawa,was acted for the second time, and was warmly applauded. 
Miss Goward has a pretty song, which she sang in a very lively man- 
ner, and, like Miss Love, introduced the pas russe.—It was the fullest 
house we have seen this season. A Mr, Pemberton is engaged at this 
house, and will appear on Monday next as Virgéiniua.
